Among the disclosures of the Hoover 
Commission is the fact that 14,000,000 per- 
sons now are receiving checks from the 
Federal Government. 

That is almost one-tenth of the nation’s 
population. 

If only one person,-~in addition to the 
recipient, is dependent upon each check 
for a livelihood, that means that 28,000,- 
000 persons, more than half the number 
that voted in the last election, have a 
vested stake in continued high govern- 
ment spending. 

For that reason, if for no other, Con- 
gress is going to be under tremendous 
pressure to allow a great many excep- 
tions to the Commission’s reorganization 
proposals for this or that Federal agency. 

Mr. Hoover has foreseen that the reor- 
ganization plan would be a signal “for the 
opposition from all quarters to rise up.”

The Soviets and Their 


The Soviet Union has announced its 
own “Marshall Plan,” in association with 
Bulgaria, Hungary, Poland, Romania and 
Czechoslovakia. 


This announcement undoubtedly was 
hastened to meet, and counteract, the 
President’s inaugural speech. 


It also is a confession of need. The So- 
viet Union and her satellites are suffer- 
ing from lack of goods. The dealings in 
the past have been one-sided. The Soviet 
Union has taken much in coal and grain 
and technical products, and paid for them 
with money which would buy little, or 
in goods not really needed. They charge 
the United States and Great Britain with 
a boycott. This means the boycott is 


But he warns that “if somebody isn’t 
hurt, you can take it that this is not the 
reorganization of the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 

The Hoover Commission has spent 
more than a year studying the Govern- 
ment. It has delved into the 1,800 agen- 
cies with painstaking care. The recom- 
mendations which it will begin submitting 
to Congress next week are estimated to 
offer a saving of $3,000,000,000 annually, 
and perhaps more. 

But if Congress listens to the pressure 
groups and begins riddling the plan with 
exceptions, we may wind up with only a 
shell of the actual reorganization contem- 
plated—and no saving at all. 

That is why it is important for the tax- 
paying public to support the plan and to 
insist that it be acted upon without crip- 
pling amendments and exceptions.

Passing of ‘The Little Hook’ 


The Georgia Public Service Commis- 
sion has sounded the death knell of a 
North Georgia institution in authorizing 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad to dis- 
continue “The Little Hook,” its last pas- 
senger train between Atlanta, Blue Ridge 
and Copperhill, Tenn. : 

For something like half a century this 
“local” has been shuttling between Atlanta 
and Knoxville, through Canton, Ball 
Ground, Nelson, Tate, Jasper, Talking 
Rock, Talona, Ellijay and Cherry Log. 

Up in the morning, back at night, carry- 
ing goods from the big city to all these 
stations, hauling into the city fresh coun- 
try eggs and chickens and hams—and a 


few passengers. 
Too few, said the L. & N., as it, con- 


tended that the service costs $92,000 a 
year above present revenue. 

So the PSC ruled that the railroad 
can take the train off, but not until it sub- 
stitutes a truck line for mail and express. 

The folks along the route are going to 
miss that daily choo-choo. 

Maybe the railroad is losing money. 
Maybe the march and the progress of 
time are taking a rightful toll as they put 
these Georgia “locals” out of business. 

Just the same, we can’t help sighing as 
we note the demise of such old faithfuls 
as the Marietta and Stone Mountain trol- 
leys, “The Little Hook,” the short-line run 
into Douglas and such other public serv- 
ants that have been around a long, long 
time.

Belated Notes 
From Highway No. 1 


Those inevitable prints from the camera shots 
taken on the vacation in Florida have come 
back. There is one of them that worries me. It 

is a picture of me with my small son sitting on the beach before 
a cabana with the wind blowing its ragged palm-frond thatches, 
torn by the hurricane weeks before. In it I look positively young. 
The years seem to have fallen away. It is not at all the face I 
see shaving every morning, filled with the lines of harassment 
and of the attrition of telephone bells, of sorrow, of decisions 
and of many demands. It was my first vacation in many years 
and I think I approve of them. 

One day we were going to Naples on the West Coast. The next 
day we departed for Stuart on the East Coast, Mr. Charlie Roberts, 
of our sports staff, having enlisted the aid of his family, whose 


home is at Stuart, to find us an apartment. 
Route ] If you go by Route 1, which runs from Maine to Key 
West, you must find it from Atlanta. We went by a 
routé which is practically deserted, turning at Perry along the road 
to Fitzgerald, Alapaha, Nashville and so on to Lake City. From 
there one may take a pleasant road which unfortunately misses 
Jacksonville but brings one into St. Augustine. There one may 
ride in one of the old surreys, with the fringe on top, driven by a: 
colored brother who is trained in the Old South manner. Ours 
smelled richly of bourbon and was politely loquacious. The atmos- 
phere of it is good, but the taciturn young white man, who is a sort 
of straw boss, ought to refrain from letting the customers hear him 
bawl out the help for not hustling up more customers. It destroys 
the illusion of easy grace and old-timey courtesy which the operat- 
ing company seeks to create. When I heard him after Uncle Jess, 
who had clucked his horse along through the scenic and historical 
route, beguiling us with the lore and history of old forts and ancient 
houses, I found myself looking about for Eliza crossing the ice 
and seemed to hear the distant bay of the hounds. I heard also 
the tinkling sound of a broken illusion and I can never again think 
of St. Augustine as an old Spanish city where a touch of the Old 
South remains. I can recall only an ill-tempered oaf bawling out 
one of the help. 
At a cafe built out on the pier near the bridge, I had the best 
chowder in years. The fish and cole slaw were average but good. 
The city is beautiful. 


Reptiles Across the bridge from St. Augustine one may stop 

and see 6,000 alligators and three ostriches. Many 
of the alligators are huge, ugly reptiles, with moss on their scaly 
backs. Like evil itself, they live a long time. 

You have taken AlA by now, it being the old highway along 
which traffic used to flow southward before the present magic 
carpet of concrete called No. 1 was built. Sixteen miles on down 
from the reptiles one comes to Marineland. I went as a doubter. 
I came away enchanted. Here, in two great tanks, into which sea- 
water ceaselessly is pumped, one may see some 50,000 fish. There 
is no segregation. The fish—giant manta rays, sharks, barracuda, 
porpoises and various other larger and smaller specimen—all dwell 
together. Only the porpoises seem to enjoy it. The barracuda is 
an evil thing to see. The shark, which depends on smell, his vision 
being poor, looks as one might expect—frustrated and nervous. 
“he water is so clear the little fish manage largely to avoid him. 
Or them, rather, there being several of them. It is a marvelous 
show and when it is done one may sit for a while and watch the 
sea breaks on the rocks and roll itself out into salt-white bubbles. 


Towns One gets impressions of towns going through them. 
Titusville was wonderful. Cocoa, somehow, was a dis- 
appointment, though the orange groves about it are things of beauty, 
stretching for miles along the road. 

Wi came, finally, to Stuart. And it is lovely, a satisfying com- 
bination of small-town life and urbanity. It is friendly and unhur- 
ried. It has artists and writers, without the curse of a colony or 
cult. Zack Moseley, who does the comic strip, “Smiling Jack,” 
lives there with a beautiful wife and daughter, Jil, in a house set 


on the St. Lucie River which aroused my fierce envy. Still, I don’t | 


know of a nicer fellow to have it. 

The Harris Lowery family introduced us to beaches and picnics 
and to a swamp-cabbage, fish and hushpuppy outing which was 
new and good. Swamp cabbage is heart of palm cut into small 
pieces and cooked with fried, chopped bacon and onions. I view 
a hushpuppy with deep suspicion, but Mrs. Harris Lowery, Jr., 
turned out some which were good to eat, surprising me no end. 


Sea I liked going in the sea each day and coming out to lie 
in the sun or walk along the beach and then go back in 
again. It is, to me, an inlander, a never-ending thrill to see the 
big swells coming and to decide whether to swim with them or 
dive into them and come out in the hollow of the wave behind it. 
In three weeks I talked on the telephone twice. The telephone is 
an accessory of civilization I love, but I do like being away from 
it at times. Well, anyhow, the years fell away from me and I 
liked it. Next year I want:to go back to Stuart. 
We came back by the Bok Tower and Silver Springs and High- 
way No. 41, which was not as quiet as that devious route by Nash- 
ville and Fitzgerald, but, withal, a good route. °

The ink was hardly permitted to dry on Mr. 
Truman's inaugura) address before a lot of peo- 
ple were talking about the possibility of him 
offering for a third term. Efforts have been 
made to read into several of his acts some studied 
purpose to this end, such, for example, as his 
appointment of Dean Acheson as Secretary of 
State to succeed Gen. George Marshall. 


Mr. Acheson is a career man and long: 
time resident of the District of Columbia, 
which has no vote, There are some who argue 
that by appointing him and passing over 
party politicos of the type of Chief Justice 
Fred Vinson or Associate Justice William O. 
Douglas the President was avoiding na 4 
a man who might be built up to presidential 


status by 1952. , . 


By the same token, various persons have pro- 
fessed to see some presidential design in the 
things Gov.,Dewey has done since recovering 
from the shock of the November election. His deci- 
sion to make the Lincoln Day address before 
Republicans here, for one thing; his expanded 
social program in New York, and the fight 
being waged to retain control of the chairman- 
ship of the Republican National Committee. 
These are being cited as more or less conclusive 
evidence of his intention to make still another 
try at the presidency. 

At 46, Gov. Dewey is still a young man as 
White House ages go. It could well be that he 
is still ambitious to be President, as any man 
would be who was twice denied the office after 
receiving his party’s nomination. Perhaps he 
is even more ambitious than normally, because 
only.through victory could he atone for the bit- 
ter. fruits of past defeat. 

But it is going too far to impute either to 
him or the President at this time White House 
aspirations four years from now. If Mr. Truman 
were a younger man and if he were not begin- 

his second term, we might think of him in 
of a possible. candidate to succeed himself. 
it is, the talk seems wholly out of place. 


It will be at least two years before any 
intelligent speculation can be engaged in over 
the nominees of the two major parties in 1952. By 
that time Congress will have made some kind 
of a record and events will begin to take shape 
with respect to the next White House contest. 
Before 1951 rolls around, an entirely new set 
of issues may be created; new leaders may have 
arisen and a new set of faces may dominate 
the national political stage. 

Besides, it seems a bit unfair to the President 
and Mr. Dewey to disregard so completely and 
so early statements attributed to them on the 
subject of their future candidacies. If memory 
serves correctly, Gov. Dewey immediately after 
the election stated that he would make no fur- 
ther attempt to gain the presidency. He indi- 
cated that he would retire fram public office at 
the end of his present term as Govenor. It is 
known that he has received highly tempting 
offers to engage in private law practice or to 
become head of one of the great life insurance 
companies of the country. 


For his part, President Truman authorized 
a statement by one of his secretaries on the 
train back to Washington from Missouri 
after the election that he definitely would 
retire upon the completion of his second term. 
There is now pending in the several] States 
a new constitutional amendment limiting 
Presidents to two terms, but Mr. Truman is 
not bound by this, even though ultimately 
ratified, because it was proposed while he 
was in office. 


But until the President or the New York 
Governor commit some overt act of more mean- 
ing than anything they have done thus far, it is 
improper to think of them in terms of possible 
candidates. To do so is to put the stigma of 
doubt on their conduct. It will be time enough 
three years hence to engage in speculation on 
that score. In the meantime, we should give 
them credit for sincerity in what they have said. 


Why a Peace Offensive Now? 


ROME—In this topsy-turvy world, peace. offensives rarely in- 
dicate a desire for peace, This is almost certainly the case at the 
moment when the voices of Palmiro Togliatti, Marcel Cachin and 
Henry Wallace have been raised in well-trained chorus to plead 
for settlement of the interminable squabbling between the Soviet 
and non-Soviet world. 

Th place to look for an explanation of this phenomenon is not 
n Moscow, where any change of a basic policy is immensely 
unlikely. The place to look, rather, is in the following in Italy, 
France and the United States of Togliatti, Cachin and Wallace. In 
fact, the real motive for the propaganda barrage seems to be the 
progressive decline of Communist appeal to the working masses 
in the West, plus, perhaps, the increasingly grave condition of the 
satellite states in Eastern Europe. The inwardness of the situation 
is demonstrated by a series of curious facts about the Communist 


Party here in Italy. 


Points Item 1: The attempted assassination of Togliatti last 
Spring briefly gave full control of the Italian party to 
the activists, Secchia and Longo. Secchia at once tried to order 
an armed rising. He was frustrated by opposition within the Italian 
Politburo, but the rising actually took place prematurely in Genoa. 
Lec by squads of their para-military organization, Genoese Commu- 
nists briefly occupied such classical key ‘points as the city power 
station. But when the police and carabinieri merely showed them- 
selves the Communist bravos melted away without a shot being 
fired. 
Item 2: Even before the Italian elections, Togliatti had ordered 
checks of important Communist units, which showed supposed 
vitter-enders only 20 percent reliable in case of severe test. When 
Togliatti recovered from his wound this evidence was laid before 
the Moscow authorities, together with the result of Secchia’s ad- 
venturism. Secchia was rebuked. Togliatti’s gradualism was 
approved and his full authority over the Italian party was con- 
firmed by Moscow. 

Item 3: This meant, however, that the Italian Communists must 
carry on the guerrilla warfare against the Marshall Plan, mainly 
in the form of endless big and little political strikes, which is now 
the tactic of desperation of all Western European Communists, The 
Communist chieftain of the party-dominated Italian Confederation 
of Labor, di Vittorio, at once protested. He argued that these 
meaningless ineffectual “revolutionary gymnastics,” as they are 
called here, menace the party’s vital hold on the labor movement 


and the working masses. 
Item 4: Di Vittorio’s protest was ignored in view of Moscow’s 


direct order. Meanwhile, in November, an independent labor con. 


federation was launched by the union leader Pastore. It has already 
scorec substantial success. If it is joined by the non-Communist 
Saragat Socialists and the Left-Wing Republicans, as seems ulti- 
mately probable, the independent labor confederation may be 
expected to become a most serious factor in the Italian labor picture. 


Decline What emerges from this picture of Communist division 

and renewed independent competition for control of the 
labor movement? There is only one possible answer. What seemed 
unimaginable even last year is now at deast imaginable and possi- 
ble. The Western European Communist Parties are beginning to 
lose their grip on the labor movement, which is their basic, funda- 
mental asset. Already in 14 months their power to hurl the workers 
into political strikes at will has measureably declined, as the recent 
failure of the strike in Milan testifies. 

If the process continues, a whole new political scene may open. 
and the process will continue if, on the one hand, Moscow goes 
on using the Western Communist Parties as naked instruments of 
Russiar foreign policy while on the other hand conditions of life in 
Western Europe are steadily improved. Against this background, 
plus such phenomena as the drastic drop in the standard of living 
‘n Czechoslovakia, one can understand the need for such propa- 
gandistic efforts as the so-called peace offensive. 

Meanwhile, the question may be asked, “But what should be 
the American response to the peace offensive?” All the Western 
worle desires a.settlement of the East-West conflict. But there is 
no use in attempting a settlement until Moscow is sincere. And 
every informed European expert agrees that when Moscow wants 
a serious settlement the indication will come, not in propaganda 
gestures, but in the form of some such delicate overture as the 
approach to Baron von Weiszacker that opened the negotiations for 
the Hitler-Stalin pact. For the present, since American policy seems 
to be succeeding the rule should be “more of the same medicine.”

LMOST none of the characters in Edgar 
A Saltus’ novels* ever found happiness, no 

matter how diligently they searched, but 
his daughter Elsie was sure that real life could 
never be like that. 

As Elsie Saltus stood beside her bridegroom 
at. the altar of Manhattan's fashionable St. 
Thomas’ Church, with 2,000 of society's most 
eligible guests in the pews, she probably visual- 
ized the future as a rose-strewn path that led 
through an arbor of orange blossoms into a 
misty glow of perennial bliss. 

Edgar Saltus was a lineal descendant of the 
Dutch admiral whose fleet captured New York 
from the English in 1673. Edgar himself cap- 
tured New York, and most of the continent, with 
a procession of works that glorified disillusion- 
ment and .made-him one of the most widely dis- 
cussed authors of the Mauve Decade. 

Before he died in 1921, 
he had been married three 
times and was’ as avid in 
‘ his pursuit of the will-o’- 
the-wisp of gontentment as 
his fictiona}¥ characters, 

A less optimistic daugh- 
ter might have =~ been 
affected by her father’s © 
outlook,, which’ was ex- 
pounded in such books as

“The Philosophy of Disenchantment” and “The 
Anatomy of Negation,’”’ but Elsie, at 17, was 
strikingly beautiful, deeply in love and impervi- 
ous to gloom. 

Her marriage in St. Thomas’ Church to 
J. Theus Munds, a wealthy stockbroker twice 
her age, was one of the outstanding social events 
of the 1917 season. Their devotion to each other 
was a by-word at Newport and Southampton, 
where they spent most of their summers. 

In the .summer of 1925 most of Newport 
gathered at a big charity lawn party. The most 
exciting feature was a beauty contest in which 
votes were bought by the admirers of the blue- 
blooded competitors. Elsie won it, largely be- 
cause her husband refused to let himself be out- 
purchased. The resultant acclaim indicated the 
verdict could hardly have been more popular. 

The New York home of the Mundses was a 
14-room apartment which was filled with works 
of aft and antiques that they had collected dur- 
ing trips together. They had it redecorated in 
the spring of 1929 to harmonize more with the 
furnishings. That winter Elsie set off on a trip

was gone, her 12-year-old son 

died of pneumonia. She hurried 

home to comfort her daughter 

and her husband, but she found 

Theus a changed man. His boy’s 
death had soured him on life. 

. Elsie returned to Europe, and in September 
she obtained a divorce. Her father’s philosophy 
may have seemed a little more understandable 
then, but when she returned to NewYork she 
was still as vibrant as ever. She and her ex- 
husband attended plays and nightclubs together, 
and there was talk of a reconciliation. 

“Dont be silly,” Elsie said. “We can be 
friends, can’t we? I’m going to Bermuda in a 
few days and believe me, I’m going alone.” 

She did, but the friendship continued. When, 
in 1933, she married Henry de Gaspe Domville, 
a Canadian mining expert, Theus attended the 
wedding and was the first to wish her happiness. 
When the marriage failed four years later, she 
consulted Theus before getting a Reno decree. 

Two weeks after her second divorce she mar- 
ried Gosta Tollius, a Swedish munitions maker 
who preferred farming to manufacturing. They 
went to Sweden but returned to New York to 
settle the estate of Elsie’s aunt, Josephine Chand- 
ler Smith, who had left her a large bequest. 

That financial windfall, however, was of'set 
by a double blow. Theus, whom many believed 
to be the only man with whom she wes ever 
really in love, died in 1938. Although he was

considered a millionaire, an accounting showed 
he had only $3,822 to pay debts of $379,000. His 
creditors received one cent on the dollar, and 
among them was Elsie, who had $175,000 com- 
ing through an alimony agreement. 

Their 14-year-old daughter, Josephine, who 
had been in her father’s custody, sailed with her 
mother and stepfather to Sweden. The Tollius 
family settled on a 2,600-acre farm.  Elsie’s 
previous knowledge of pastoral scenes had been 
confined to landscapes ‘on the wall of her apart- 
ment—-nevertheless, she spent the war years 
helping care for 75 cows, 350 pigs and 20 horses. 

Hér New York friends, cut off from her by 
lack of postal facilities, thought she might have 
decided that rural life was the key to content- 
ment, but the end of the war found Elsie back 
in New York, a divorcee for the third fime. She 
brought Josephine ,with her, but left Ingrid, her 
daughter by Tollius, with her father in Sweden. 

‘Another child, her son by Domville, was also 
a worry. She hadn’t seen him since he was a 
baby, and his father, embittered by the divorce, 
had vowed to keep them apart. Finally, how- 
ever, he allowed the boy to visit her. 

Elsie’s fourth marriage was her shortest. In 
May of 1946 she had become,the bride of Robert 
Bacon Krogstad, a major in the Army Air Force 
who had become a champagne salesman after 
the war. She was divorced from him recently 
in Reno after telling the judge that he was 
far too fond of_the product he sold. 

Resuming her favorite name of Mrs. Saltus 
Munds, she took up life in New York again with 
her memories and her books. The books include 
a set of her father’s works which are becoming 
a trifle worn from frequent reading.

HE yacht lay at anchor off Toyon Bay. 
T Around it and stretching to the horizon, 

the Pacific was an unbroken floor of shining 
blue.

It was a lazy, sunlit afternoon and on the 
forward deck of the yacht movie actor David 
Niven was fishing. His guest, the Ear] of 
Warwick, lay half°asleep in the warm sun. 
Near by a, woman was scrubbing the deck. 

She was a tall, handsome woman in faded 
blue dungarees and she worked tirelessly, slid- 
ing the holystone across the wooded surface 
with long, rhythmic strokes.

The woman in dungarees was Greta Garbo.

After More Than 20 
Years as a Recluse, 
the Swedish Movie 
Queen Has Suddenly 
Blossomed Ouf as a 
Party-Goer, Ready 
to Take Her Place in 
the Hollywood Whirl. 


Hiollywood's most famous stranger had not 
only aceepted a yachting invitation--she was 
performing a deckhand’s chores as well, 

Her presence on the cruise was partly 
attributable to her friendship for Hjordis Nivens, 
the movie actor’s Swedish wife, who was swab- 
bing cabins while Garbo was working on deck. 

Sut there was something more. A few weeks 
earlier--and for two decades before that-——-she 
probably wouldn't have sailed with the Nivenses 
or anyone else. Now it was different. Garbo 
had already emerged from the shadows of her 
recluse past when the yacht put out for Catalina, 


Maybe her recent decision to take out her 
first American citizenship papers had something 
to do with it. Or maybe it was her new movie 
contract—an independent deal involving Walter 
Wanger, Eugene Frenke and herself, 

Whatever the’ reason, she had been going to 
parties and chatting with movie players who had 
rarely seen her and never talked with her. 

Garbo had been more a legend than a person 
almost from the time she first came to Holly- 
wood some 23 years ago. 

Before .she ever dreamed of starring in 
motion pictures, she was Greta Gustavson, a 
lather girl in a Stockholm barber shop. She 
was a plump, unprepossessing girl of 14 when 
she enrolled in the Royal Academy of Dramatics. 

In one of her first roles, someone slapped 
her across the face with a mackerel in a Swedish 
comedy. 

Mauritz Stiller, a Swedish director, brought 
her to America in 1926. Stiller, signed by 
M-G-M, had refused to come to Hollywood with- 
out her. Her first screen test was a failure. 

Stiller insisted on another. This time he 
put on her make-up himself and she got a passing 
mark. She was a hit in “The Torrent’”’ and soon 
became a favorité of American movie-goers. 

There was the usual publicity build-up for 
the Swedish starlet. She posed with athletes. 
She faced the cameras in bathing suits and furs. 
She was eager to cooperate. 

Then, one day, she was told to strike a boxing 
pose with a prizefighter in training for an im- 
portant bout in Los Angeles. She refused. 

Lon Chaney, overhearing the argument that 
followed, took sides with her. 

“You're right,”’ he said. “It is wrong to 
destroy illusions. Never be photographed out 
of character. Go home when your day’s work 
is done and keep your private life to yourself.” 

Garbo apparently saw the wisdom of his 
words. 

At about the same time, she suffered her first 
keen disappointment. Stiller failed to make the 
grade in Hollywood. He returned to Sweden 
and died a year later. 

This, it is believed, influenced her decision 
to go into self-imposed exile. 

While there is doubt that she ever used them, 
the phrases, “I want to be alone,” and “I think 
I go home,” were so often attributed to her that 
they became comic catchwords. 

She ran away from the world for more than 
20 years, a victim, she said, of ‘“‘“crewd-o-phobia.” 

On vacations in New York, she passed as 
Gussie Berger and attempted to hide her identity 
behind mannish tweeds, woolen stockings, horn- 
rimmed spectacles and low-heeled shoes. The 
disguise became a badge of icentification. 

She shunned reporters and photographers 
and insisted on a private stairway to her studio 
dressing room. 

She was dismayed and moved deeper into 
the shadows when she attracted attention 
because of her romantic interest in various men 

-John Gilbert, George Brent, Erich Maria 
Remarque, Rouben Mamoulian, Dr. Gaylord 
Hauser and Leopold Stokowski. 

Finally, she forsook the screen altogether. 
She didn’t make a picture for eight vears. 

Then, suddenly, came the change-about, 
Garbo started to go to parties.. One night, at 
the home of Sir Charles and Lady Mendl, she 
met Walter Pidgeon for the first time. 

“Yes,” he said afterwards. ‘I finally met 
her. During the 15 years we worked at the 
same studio the only glimpse I got of her wasa 
foot disappearing through a door.” 

Van Johnson met her and was impressed. 
“She’s the only screen celebrity I’ve ever met 
who lived up to my expectations 100 per cent,” 
he said. 

Oscar-winning Jennifer Jones was as ecstatic 
as a bobby-soxer. Jennifer met her at a party 
given by Joseph Cotten and reproached her host 
for not warning her Garbo would be there. 

“T almost fainted,’’ she told him. 

Recently, the one-time silent Garbo laughed 
uproariously at the comedy antics of George 
Jessel and Danny Kaye. For his part, Kaye 
said he was amused by her habit of calling all 
men mister. 

Though she has been getting around and 
enjoying herself, at the time this was written, 
the now gregarious Garbo had yet to meet 
Marlene Dietrich and Ingrid Bergman.

T WAS quiet at last in the big house above 
the Housatonic. It was quieter than at any 

time since young Ruth Boothe, leaving her 
bride’s things behind her, flounced out the front 
door 25 years ago, took a last look down the 
valley toward the river, and went away, never 
to return. 

That first period of calm was preceded by 
confusion. ~Word then went all over Fairfield 
County, Conn., that the inseparable Boothe 
brothers of Stratford Township were parting. 
Tall, gaunt David was bringing home a wife, 
half his age, to the big house, and sulking 
Stephen was moving out to live alone. 

The bride, Ruth Boothe, crossed the threshold 
on Christmas Day in 1921. David was 54, then, 
and Stephen two years younger. They were 
wealthy and eccentric, and they had lived all 
their lives on the estate where the Bocthes had 
settled in 1663. , 

No one thought a girl could come between 
them, and as it turned out, no girl did. Pretty 
Ruth Boothe, a distant cousin as well as wife of 
David, saw almost at the start that there was 
no place for her in that shadowy, ancient house. 

This domain was David’s and Stephen’s. 
Their stern family loyalty held them together— 
against her—and within two years s sued 
David for divorce, charging cruelty. David in 
turn sued her, and she sued Stephen, charging 
that he had alienated David’s affection.

said, and the richer they grew, with mortgages 
up and down the Housatonic, the more extraor- 
dinary they became.

“‘We’re only trying to make an honest living.” 
They were land-rich, and they made their 
wealth grow. 

They tried also to make Fairfield County like 
them. But they didn’t have the knack for that. 

They built a structure seating 600 and called 
it the Colosseum. “Everyone is invited,” they 
said. “We're giving a dance.”’ 

It was a depressing failure. They meant 
well, it seemed, but they allowed no smoking 
and not even the drinking of pop; the men had 
to sit on one side of the hall, the girls on the 
other; and powerful floodlights shone on the 
grounds, on. the artificial lake, the Dutch wind- 
mill, the replica of a small Buddhist temple and 
on signs which read: 

“Please do not touch anything. 
belong to you.”’ 

They offered eight-course dinners on the 
estate for 25 cents, but their guests were few. 

“I am going.to read you alittle of my 
poetry,” Stephen would say, and after the 
diners endured that, David would-give them a 
lecture on the long, honorable line of Boothes. 

Easter sunrise services in a natural amphi- 
theatre large enough to seat thousands on the 
estate met with no more success. 

David and Stephen never let on that they 
were hurt. They foreclosed mortgages when 
they were due and added to their holdings. Then 
they devised what they called a grand plan for 
aid to Stratford. :

They offered to give $350,000 outright for a 
hospital and a firehouse and Stratford’s town 
counselor, the late Carleton Schwable, called on 
them to discuss the matter. Everything was 
settled and the brothers were about to sign the 
papers when Mr. Schwable innocently remarked: 

“Well, nobody expected this of you two.” 

“So the town thinks we're old skinflints!’’ 
Stephen cried. ‘The whole thing is off!” 

Not long ago, they made a decision which 
townspeople thought was harsh. They refused 
to rent a score of apartments they owned, and 
when an American Legion committee called on 
them, they told why. 

“We don't like the government telling us 
how much rent* tO charge our tenants,”’ David 
said. “As long as there’s rent control, the 
apartments will stay empty!” 

They kept their word, as they did in another 
matter of town interest. That one concerned a 
clock theysinstalled in the tower of a church- 
like building on the estate. When their assess- 
ment on the structure was increased because 
the clock improved it, they said they’d give no 
time of day to that town. 

They didn’t. Stephen climbed into the tower 
and chopped the clock springs to bits. 

“We don’t know why people don’t like us,” 
Stephen said last fall. ‘We've tried to show 
that we like them.” 

Finally, the house quiet again, David, 81, 
went, desperately ill, to a New York hospital 
recently. Stephen, 79, died, and with his death 
both their wills became known. 

They willed almost their whole wealth—more 
than $1,000,000—to the public good. They 
directed that the estate be transformed into 
Boothe Memorial Park, open to the public, and 
maintained forever by a trust fund.

HE frozen body of a murdered man joggled 
T grotesately on the hard boards of a wagon as 

it lumbered up a rutted road through Alder 
Gulch on a stinging cold December day in 1863. 

The driver, William Palmer, pulled up his 
team in front of the cluster of buildings that 
had mushroomed into Nevada Camp in the six 
months since gold had been found in the gravel 
beds and hailed a group of ‘bystanders. 

“I found Nick Tiebalt,” he shouted. “Shot 
through the head and dragged into a clump of 
Sage brush!’" 

A throng of miners quickly gathered. 

Ten days earlier Tiebalt had ridden off on an 
errand for his employers with a couple hundred 
dollars in his pocKet to buy a span of mules at 
Dempsey’s Ranch, one of the hideouts of a no- 
torious outlaw band that had swooped down on 
the region with the first word of the new Mon- 
tana gold strike. 

As the afternoon wore on, Palmer repeated his 
story to all who streamed by from Virginia City 
Junction and other camps that dotted the gulch. 

“It was an act of Providence that led me to 
him,” Palmer recited. 

“I was hunting over in Stinkingwater Valley 
when I took a wild shot at a sage hen. I winged 
it and set out on’the run to follow it. It flew 
quite a ways before’ it fell into the brush. I] 
clawed in after it and there it was, right on top 
of Nick’s body.” 

At a wickiup a quarter mile away Palmer 
found two men, “Long John” Franck and George 
Hilderman, two of the renegade clan that infested 
the country, 

“Tt’s none of our business,” they shrugged 
when he asked for help. “Yuh find dead men 
everywhere around these parts. ‘They kill ‘em 
every day in Virginia City and nobody cares.’ 

“Well, when they wouldn't help,” Palmer ex 
plained, “I loaded the body into my wagon and 
headed for camp.” - 


LOW rumble of angry voices rolled through 
the crowd of listeners. Men feared to speak 

too loudly. So powerful was the desperadoes’ 
grip that few dared to decry their deeds. 

More than a hundred men had been killed by 
the outlaws in the few months since Bill Fair- 
weather, prospecting in the gulch, had washed out 
the first pan of gold. Stagecoaches were way- 
Jaid every time a valuable shipment or a pas- 
senger with money was aboard. Spies kept the 
ruffians informed of every movement in the area. 

The sheriff, Henry Plummer, made no move 
to halt the violence. 

As darkness drew its shroud over the body, 
a handful of onlookers, who shared a common 
bond of courage, drifted away together. 

“Men, we’ve got to take a stand,” a spokes- 
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man said, “The roughs have got us on the run, 
They've got to be cleaned out or they'll drive 
every honest man from the territory.” 

“You’re right,” others agreed. “If we're ever 
going to strike the time is now.” 

The group picked Captain Jim Williams to 
lead them. A pioneer frontiersman, the steel-eyed 
Williams was an easy-going sort who said little 
but feared nothing. : 

A few hours later that night a cavalcade of 
some 20 men, headed by Captain Jim, galloped 
out of Nevada down the icy trail toward Demp- 
sey’s Ranch. The riders swung wide around 
the bandits’ hideout to reach the scene of Tiebalt’s 
murder undetected. 

At daybreak the men made a rush for Long 
John’s brush and mud hovel, each with a drawn 


gun in his hand. Eight or ten figures, wrapped 
in their blankets, were stretched: out asleep. 

“T’ll shoot the first man who moves,” Williams 
shouted. “We're after Long John.” 

Franck rolled out of his blankets and was led 
at gun-point to the spot where Tiebalt’s body 
was found. 

“You're arrested for killing him,” Wililams 
said. “What do you have to say?” 

“T’m innocent” was the only answer that came 
to many questions, but at last his denials broke 
when the slain man’s horse was found near by. 

“I didn’t do it,” he said, as he read the determi- 
nation written in the grim faces around him, “but 
I know who did. I was afraid to say anything. 
Those fellows down there would kill me,” 

“Who did it?’ Williams.demanded. 

“George Ives. He’s down theré now.” 

Ives made no fight-against the guns that faced 
him. The outlaw killed only when the odds were 
on his side. He had done that often. 

The posse rode back to Nevada with Ives 
and Long John in their custody. A miners’ court 
with a jury of 24 men was impaneled. There 
was no other law then in Alder Gulch. The trial 
dragged on for three days while the outlaw ele. 
ment yelled obstructions and played for time. 


ONG JOHN, who was given a ticket of leave 

from the territory for his testimony, was a 
telling witness, 

Ives had boasted, Long John said, about mur- 
dering Tiebalt for his money. His victim had 
begged for time to pray, Long: John quoted Ives 
as saying. 

“I told him to kneel down, then [I shot him 
through the head as he started to pray.” 

The jury found him guilty and he was hanged 
at once from a pine log thrust through the frame- 
work of a half-finished building. | 

The men of Alder Gulch had made a Start, the 
first step in a movement that became a classic 
chapter in the history of the Old West. 

Two nights later the men who had.struck for 
law and order met again. 

“It’s only a beginning. We've got to see this 
to a finish,” one said. The others agreed. 

By the light of a sputtering candle 24 men that 
night scrawled their names to an oath, the Secret 
oath of the Montana Vigilantes, a gun and rope 
compact to break the hold of the outlaw reign. 

It read: - 

“We the undersigned uniting ourselves in a 
party for the Laudible purpos of arresting thievs 
& murderers & recovering stollen propperty do 
pledge ourselves upon our sacred honore each 
to all others & solemnly swear that we will reveal 
no secrets, violate no laws of right & never desert 
each other or our standard of justice so help us 
God as witness our hand & seal this 23 day of 
December A D 1863.” 

The first name signed was James Williams, 
who was chosen as executive officer. The Vigi- 
lantes’ motto, soon to become a feared by-word

among the lawless, was “Men do your duty.’ 

The Vigilantes lost no time. -Jarred by Ives’ 
swift execution, many of the roughs scattered into 
the mountain recesses to lay low. Undaunted, 
the Vigilantes struck out in the face of a howling 
blizzard. Two six-shooters hung from the hips 
of each man. 

A coil of rape swung from each saddle. 

Two of the renegades were seized in a storm- 
swept hangout on Rattlesnake Creek. One was 
Red Yager, a messenger who had dashed out of 
Virginia City to the outlaws’ lairs to warn of the 
Vigilantes’ approach. ‘The other was George 
Brown, a spy for the ring. 

Their lawless acts’ established, 
Brown were told to prepare to die. 
when their doom was sealed. 
way to the execution scene, a near-by clump of 
cottonwoods. E, : 

The coils of ropes inthe Vigilantes’ hands 
loosened Yager’s tongue. 

“You're on a good mission, beys,” the outlaw 
said, as if to ease his conscience. ‘No place 
ever was cursed with a more blood-thirsty pack 
than this. I know them all and only wish I could 
live to see the others punished.” 

Urged to do one good deed before he died, 
Yager went on: 

“Henry, Plummer’s the ringleader. 
them all.” 

As one of the posse members scribbled rapidly 
in the flickering light, Yager gave the names of 
his criminal confederates. Not only the sheriff 
but his deputies and nearly a score of others 
were set down on the outlaw roll. 

“Their pass-word is ‘I’m innocent’,”’ Yager said. 

A short time later the Vigilantes rode on, two 
bodies swinging from a cottonwood limb in the 
night wind behind them.

MANY had long suspected Henry Plummer’s 

part in the bandits’ rule, but none had been 
Sure until now. A strong, reckless character, 
Plummer had ridden into Montana with the hope 
that his past was hidden behind him. There was 
good reason for that hope because it was a past 
filled with murder and robbery that stained his 
trail through California, Oregon and Idaho. 

On coming to Bannack, first of the roaring 
gold camps in Montana, Plummer even took a 
bride to color the mask of respectability he tried 
to assume. He played the false role well enough 
to win election as sheriff. 

Shielded by Plummer’s badge of office, old 
confederates and new recruits alike rallied to 
his cutthroat ranks. Outlawry never was more 
secure. 

Dutch John Wagner, named by Yager in his 
gallows confession, was captured in flight as he 
set out to escape the rising wrath. For long 
hours he uttered denials and shouted “I’m in- 
nocent,” then broke, like Yager, when told he was 
doomed to hang. “Well, it’s all true,” he said, 
“Everything Red told you.”

The Vigilantes now were in possession of all 
the proof they wanted. 

The next evening at dusk they spied three sad- 
dled horses being led into Bannack and tied to a 
hitching post. The steeds belonged to Plummer 
and his two deputies, Buck Stinson and Ned Ray, 
who were preparing to flee, convinced at last that 
their empiré of lawlessness was crumbling. 

There was a hurried conference and a few 
minutes later several armed men approached 
Plummer’s cabin. The sheriff was changing 
clothes when the door was flung open and his 
visitors stomped in. 

“We've come to get you, Plummer,” the leader 
announced, 

“Certainly, I'll be with you in a minute,” the 
outlaw chieftain said, “Just as soon as I can put 
on my coat.” 

He strode toward a chair on°which the garment 
was lying, a bulge beneath it outlined the brace 
of Plummer’s deadly six-shooters. A Vigilante 
stepped in front of him. 

“T’ll hand you your coat.” 

Balked in his scheme to reach his guns, Plum. 
mer paled. The only power he recognized was 
pointed at him in the hands of the Vigilantes. 


OUTSIDE Plummer found his deputies likewise 
in custody. A ring of armed men closed 
around the trio and moved at a sharp command 
to a pine tree gallows at the edge of town. 

Stinson and Ray died with an oath on their 
lips, a curse on the men who had tracked them 
down. 

With the bodies of his associates swaying 
lifeless before his eyes, Plummer pleaded pite- 
ously for mercy. He cried for his wife who had 
previously left the territory and swore he was 
innocent, the ironic pass-word of his clan. 

“You are going to be hanged,” he was told. 
“Nothing you can say will change our orders.” 

The noose was adjusted around his neck. 

“As my last request,” he begged, “give me a 
good drop.” 

That request was granted. Several of the 
strongest lifted Plummer as high as they could 
reach. At the call “Men, do your duty,” they sud- 
denly released their grip. 

In lightning-like strokes the Vigilantes finished 
the clean-up of Alder Gulch. Five outlaws were 
hanged in one day at Virginia City. Four died in 
a group at Hell Gate. 

Within six weeks from the day George Ives 
had swung tor shooting Nick ‘Tiebalt, as he knelt 
to pray, 22 outlaws met death at the end of a 
rope. A line was drawn through the last name 
on the Plummer roste:

OY filled the home of young Mary Elizabeth 
J Gleitz and her Navy veteran husband, Her- 

bert, at an air station in Clinton, Okla., when 
their son was born. He was the fulfillment of 
their war-time romance, 

The proud parents named him Herbert Gleitz, 
III, and his wealthy paternal grandparents, Her- 
bert and Marie Gleitz, of Cleveland, Ohio, show- 
ered gifts on him and planned his future. 

Navy transfers shuttled the little family over 
most of the country, but Herbert and his wife 
didn’t mind. They were truly happy. 

When at last the war ended, the young couple 
and their year-old boy returned to Cleveland, 


where the wealthy grandparents bought a home 
for them. It was located near the residence of 
the in-laws in suburban Euclid. The young hus- 
band went to work in one of his father’s factories. 

The toddling boy was the pride of his grand- 
parents, Little did they realize that in a short 
two years he would become the central figure in 
a bitter court fight. 

Mary Elizabeth Gleitz began to resent what 
she termed interference from her in-laws and the 
once-happy home was disrupted with arguments. 

Then in November, 1947, Herbert Gleitz, Jr., 
transferred to his father’s factory in Emery- 
ville, Calif. 

Within a year, on Oct. 26, 1948, the three- 
year-old boy’s mother filed a suit on his behalf 
in Cleveland Common Pleas Court against his 
paternal grandparents, charging that they caused 
his father to desert him, thus depriving him of 
the love, affection, company, companionship and 
guidance of his father. 

In young Herbert’s petition, which asked for 
$500,000 damages, it was charged that “ever 
since his parents moved into the Cleveland house 
his father spent more time visiting his own 
mother and father than he did with his wife 
and son.” 

According to the petition the elder Gleitzes 
induced the boy’s father to attend a dancing 
school so that he would be in the company of 
other women his own age and these women were 
invited 'yy the grandmother to her home so they 
would amuse and be associated with the young 
husband and father.

parents”—in the words of the petition—the 
young father started abusing his son and his 
wife and finally abandoned the home. 

When Herbert Gleitz, Jr., went to California, 
it was charged, he promised to return for his 
family as soon as he was established, 


“However,” the petition said, “the promises 
were only lies and deceit made solely for the 
purpose of obtaining permission (from his wife) 
to leave home and were made with the knowledge 
and conspiracy of the grandparents, Herbert and 
Marie Gleitz.”’ 

It was charged that the defendants in the 
suit are millionaires and that they threatened to 
disinherit their son if he did not leave his wife. 

When informed of the alienation action, Her- 
bert Gleitz, Sr., the grandfather, said: 

“We've done everything to keep those kids 
together. My son’s wife followed him to every 
camp when he was in the Navy. She could fol- 
low him to California if she wanted to. I will 
pay all the expenses. 

“It is just a case of papa being too good to 
those kids and spoiling them, I sent them on 
their honeymoon. I bought them a nice house. 

“I’m ready and always have been willing to 
do anything for them to make their marriage a 
success,

Mary Elizabeth Gleitz filed an alimony action 
against her husband. She charged he had paid 
nothing for the support of her and her son for 
many months. He answered the suit, denied all 
her allegations, and asked for a divorce. 

The Gleitz alienation of affections suit again 
raised the question: 

“Should a child have the right to sue anyone 
who deprives him of either his mother’s or his 
father’s love?” 

In 1945 for the first time in history the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals at Chi- 
cago held that a child does have that right and 
made it possible for a child to sue for alienation 
of affections. 

Judge Evan A. Evans who handed down the 
Chicago decision said that children were legally 
entitled to the guidance and protection of a 
father. 

His ruling was made in the suit of Mrs, Olive 
Means Daily and her four children, Mrs. Daily 
sued Mrs. Marion Lammers Parker, wife of a 
lieutenant-commander in the Navy, charging her 
with depriving the four Daily children of the 
love, companionship and guidance of their father. 

After Judge Evans’ decision, Mrs. Parker 
settled out of court, 

On the basis of the Evans ruling, a number 
of similar suits have been brought in various 
parts of the country, but at this writing they 
were all still pending or had béen dismissed on 
points of law in lower courts before reaching 
trial. 

The Cleveland suit again opened the way for 
a case charging alienation of a parent’s affection 
to be tried before a jury on its merits.

RS. EVA KING, 40, bustled about her 
M home in Adams, Maas. It was Christmas 


Day, 1939. She tended the turkey, put 
finishing touches on the yuletide tree, wrapped 
some extra presents. 

Suddenly nausea assailed her. Her husband 
called the family physician. He was out. He 
called several other Adams doctors without suc- 
cess. Then he called Dr. Alex Solomon. Dr. 
Solomon came. 

“He gave me a hypodermic containing mor- 
phine,” Mrs. King later told a court. ‘‘He gave 
me no physical examination. I dozed for two 
hours. I was still nauseous on awaking. We 
called Dr. Solomon again. He gave me another 
hypodermic and left. 

“T slept fitfully. I awoke, the nausea still 
strong. Dr. Solomon came again and gave me 
a third hypodermic. I went to sleep, The next 
day | was much better.” 

Mrs. King was tyeated for a gall bladder 
condition by her family doctor until early in 
1940. One day the nausea returned. She went 
to Dr. Solomen’s office for relief. 

In January, 1941, nauseous once more, Mrs. 
King returned to Dr. Solomon’s office. ‘‘Again 
without an examination he gave me a hypo,” she 
testified. “I saw him two or three times more 
until May of that year. Each time I'd get a 
shot of morphine. By May I had to see him 
twice a month. I had a craving for the drug. 

“By July I had to see him for hypos about 
twice a week. I wasn’t bothered with nausea. 
I had to have morphine. 

“About that time I began to get a little 
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sneaky. I started to lie. I began going three 
times a week for treatments. The hypos had 
a different effect on me then. Instead of being 
groggy I’d become exhilarated. 

“During August I saw Dr. Solomon every 
other day. By the end of the month it was every 
day. Sometimes I’d visit his office at 2 a.m. In 
September I’d get a hypo twice a day. Some- 
times, after 15 minutes, he’d give me a second 
shot on top of the first. I felt very keyed up. 

“But the feeling wouldn’t last long. During 
October I’d go for injections three times a day, 
sometimes four. One night Dr. Solomon came 
to my house to give me my third shot that day. 
My husband walked in and asked him what he 
was doing there. 

““T gave her a hypodermic at seven and I 
just gave her another one now,’ the doctor said. 

‘“‘‘Get out of here and stay out!’ my husband 
shouted. Then he opened the door, I thought 
he was going to kick the doctor out. 

“The next morning I apologized to Dr. Solo- 
mon for my husband’s behavior, I asked him to 
come to the house. When he arrived he said my 
husband didn’t want him there. I said, ‘Well,

I guess I can have the doctor I want.’ | He said, 
‘If you’re earning your own money you can have 
any doctor you want.’ He gave me a shot.” 

Her husband learned of the doctor's visit, 
Mrs. King testified, and called him on the phone, 
threatening to “clean him up if he ever caught 
him around our home again.” 

“T never saw Dr. Solomon after that,” said 
Mrs. King. “I called him but he refused to come. 
I went to see other doctors but they wouldn't 
give me morphine. I couldn’t eat or sleep. I 
became irrational. Then there was a complete 
blackout. 

“The next thing I remember, I was in St. 
Luke’s Hospital. My condition was diagnosed 
as morphine addiction. Three nurses were as- 
signed to me. 

“TIT was discharged from the hospital after 
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13 days. A month and a half later I 
re-entered the hospital. I was in and 
out of the hospital for months. The 
folowing August complete paralysis of 
my legs set in. 

“Months later I felt a pain in my 
gall bladder and the nausea began 
again. I had my gall bladder removed. 
The pain and nausea disappeared. 
Doctors told me that if I had had the 
operation in the first place I never 
would have needed hypo injections. 

“Gradually I overcame my craving 
for drugs which Dr. Solomon had in- 
stiled in me. Today I feel I have 
returned to normal health.” 

Mr. and Mrs. King sued Dr. Solo- 
mon. His defense was that “it is 
within the ethics of the medical pro- 
fession to prescribe drugs.” He had 
always, he testified, administered only 
safe dosages to the patient. 

A jury in Superior Court found 
for the wife and awarded her $1,000 
damages. The judge observed: 

“This decision need not cause anxiety among 
honest physicians who administer narcotics in 
accordance with prevailing standards of medical 
practice. But it should serve as a warning to 
physicians who. ..administer narcotics with con- 
stantly increasing frequency...until the patient 
is to a considerable extent addicted.”’ 

However, because it was the first decision 
of its kind in Massachusetts, and because the 
judge wished to make of it a test case before 
the state’s highest tribunal, he set aside the 
verdict, allowing the’ Kings’ attorney, Lincoln 
S. Cain, to appeal and assuring the case’s trans- 
fer to the Massachusetts Supreme Court. The 
high court upheld the verdict. 

The fact that no Massachusetts court had 
ever before rendered such a finding emphasizes 
the fact that physicians in general are extremely 
cautious about prescribing narcotics. 
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THE 
RAGON THRONE 
RETURNS TO MANDALAY

ACK across the Bay of Bengal, through the 

jungles, past temples of tinkling bells, up 

Kipling’s road to Mandalay, coolies have 
packed the priceless Dragon Throne of hen-pecked 
King Theebaw, last ruler of Burma. 

The giant ivory and teakwood throne, magni- 
ficently carved and crusted with gold leaf and 
jewels, was returned to Burma after 60 years by 
the authority of Lord Louis Mountbatten, last 
viceroy of India, who prior to receiving that ap- 
pointment had driven the Japanese from Burma 
and restored the country to the Burmese. 

The newly-independent Burmese revere the 
throne as a symbol of their freedom. Neverthe- 
less, they have not forgotten the brutality of 
Theebaw and his wily wife who were mentioned 
by Kipling in his immortal “Mandalay.” 

“"Er petticoat was yaller an’ ’er little cap was 
yreen, 

An’ ./er name was Supi-Yaw-Lat—jes the same 
as Theebaw’s queen.” 

Theebaw’s reign, which ended in 1885 when 
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the British defeated the Burmese, was one of 
fantastic cruelty and cold, calculated atrocities. 

Supi-Yaw-Lat’s mother was one of the wives 
of Theebaw’'s father, King Mindon Min. 

When King Mindon Min died Supi-Yaw-Lat was 
only 17 and strikingly beautiful but even more 
ruthless than her wicked mother. 

Kager for power, she lured her rivals to death 
with knowing smiles and promises. 

With the aid of her mother and a puppet 
Yninister named Wunming-Yi, she forged royal 
orders summoning Mekhaya, crown prince of 
furma, and 23 other princes, all her half brothers, 
to the fabulous mirror room of the- Mandalay 
Palace. Once they were inside the room, slaves 
beat them unmercifully and threw them into 
dungeons. 

Supi-Yaw-Lat’s own sister, Selin, who was al- 
ready promised in marriage to Theebaw, was 
arrested, disfigured, her head shaved and then 
imprisoned. for life. 

Crown Prince Mekhaya was tortured to death. 
Others were sewn in velvet sacks and thrown into 
the muddy Irrawaddy River. 

As for the sisters and half sisters of the power- 
mad Supi-Yaw-Lat, they were all subjected to 
indescribable horrors before being put to death. 

Once in power, King Theebaw and Queen 
Supi-Yaw-Lat ruled with frightful thoroughness. 

It was a part of Burmese superstition to pro- 
tect a city by keeping four jars of oil buried at its 
corners. These jars were examined every seven 
years and so long as they remained full and un- 
broken, the city was considered safe from attack. 

In 1880 when Supi-Yaw-Lat’s reign was at its

peak, it was discovered that two of the four jars 
of oil buried for Mandalay’s protection were 
empty. 

The queen immediately blamed the death of 
two princes on the missing oil though she per- 
sonally had ordered their execution by the un.- 
thinkable means of placing them with persons 
infected with smallpox. 

She ordered her hen-pecked husband, now no 
more than a Slave king, to cease his gin drinking 
for a few moments and decree an ancient rite of 
human sacrifice to atone for the city’s sins. 

Theebaw therefore decreed the sacrifice of 100 
men, 100 women, 100 boys, 100 girls, 100 
soldiers and 100 foreigners, all to be buried alive 
at the four corners of the city. Panic followed 
the decree and hundreds fled into the jungle to 
die of fever or to be killed by jungle beasts. 

Though England protested vigorously, the de- 
cree, according to legend, was secretly carried out 
at night. 

kor five years more Supi-Yaw-Lat and Thee- 
baw ignored British protests and murdered hun- 


dreds of foreigners and political prisoners. 

The British finally had enough of the Theebaw.- 
Supi-Yaw-Lat regime and attacked Burma. A short 
bitter war ensued and Theebaw was forced to 
surrender. Within a few hours after Theebaw laid 
down his sword while seated on the Dragon 
Throne, the royal couple was placed aboard a 
British gunboat in the Irrawaddy and headed for 
the coast of Burma, 

Because it signified sovereignty and authority 
in the minds of the Burmese, the Dragon Throne 
was removed by the British to Calcutta, India. 

King Theebaw died on the Bombay coast in 
virtual imprisonment after more than 30 years 
in exile. Supi-Yaw-Lat was allowed to return to 
Rangoon after a few years in exile and lived until 
1925 under close surveillance. 

But always the Burmese yearned for the return 
of the Dragon Throne which in better years had 
meant a prosperous and strong Burma. 

Shortly before his retirement as viceroy, Lord 
Mountbatten agreed to have the throne returned 
to Burma—and this was done.

HE use of “‘borrowed” skin has recently been 
T added to a method of plastic surgery, which 

originated in India some 3,000 years ago. 
The technic is important for thousands of people 
who are burned severely and extensively each 
year. In the unhappy event of another war, it 
would be particularly helpful in meeting the 
challenge of injuries from the atomic bomb and 
other such dreadful weapons. 

Ordinarily, the surgeon grafts patches of 
skin taken from the body of some other person. 
Hie does not expect the donor's skin to “take,” 
thus becoming the patient’s own tissue. The 
foreign is expected to fall off after having served 
a most important healing purpose. 

In two known cases, however, the borrowed 
skin became a genuine transplant, remaining 
intact and growing into the patient’s own skin. 

Both patients were treated in New York City 
by a well known plastic surgeon, with wide mili- 
tary and civil experience. One was a married 
woman, the other was a ten-year-old boy. 

A terrible burn had caused an ugly, disfigur- 
ing scar on the young woman’s chin. The sur- 
geon made a skin flap from the wrist of the 
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husband and attached it to the wife's chin. 

Before this was done the blood types of the 
husband and the wife haf been tested and were 
found to be identical. It was the kind of blood 
typing which has to be done when blood trans- 
fusion is made direct from donor to patient. 

All the skin at the surgéon’s command was 
employed to establish as good a blood circulation 
as possible on the woman’s chin. The graft 
took; the borrowed skin became the patient's 
own tissue. 

In the second, more recent case, the boy had 
wide skin burns that could not be covered from 
his own uninjured skin. His father and mother 
offered their skins. Blood typing showed that 
the mother and son had the same blood types, 
A skin patch from her was transplanted on the 
boy's body. Again the graft became permanent. 

At present, however, plastic surgeons employ 
a donor's skin when they are obliged to do so 

only as a temporary bandage to hold the body 
fluids in, thus preventing fatal shock from leak- 
age of blood and other body nutrients through 
the wounds. 

Less than two years ago, a five-year-old 
Chicago boy, Melvin Snyder, burned himself 
severely. He had been fascinated by matches, 
like so many children, and one day he found a 
box in his own room, left carelessly within his 
reach. He began lighting them and in a few

minutes his flannel pajamas were in flames. 

Before his cries of anguish brought help, 
about 60 per cent of his skin had been seared. 
When around 30 per cent of the body surface is 
burned, the condition is regarded as most critical 
and frequently leads to death. 

Rushed to the hospital, Melvin received the 
usual first aid treatment and was swathed in 
pressure bandages. But the proteins and other 
body substances essential for life kept seeping 
out of the raw wounds. The boy grew weaker 
each day. There was danger of infection. Plastic 
surgery was necessary te prevent further loss 
of the body’s nutrients, but the boy did not have 
enough healthy skin left for his grafting. 

Through the newspapers, the Chicago plastic 
surgeon attending Melvin made an appeal to the 
public for skin donations. More than 150 persons 
volunteered. Six persons, five women and one 
man, were selected as donors. Each gave about 
a 32 square-inch patch of skin, removed from 
the inner sides of their thighs. 

After being grafted, the borrowed skin was 
retained by Melvin’s body long enough to speed 
up his recovery. He gained strength enough to 
withstand additional grafts from his own body. 
The boy returned to his home fully recovered, 
save for a scar on the cheek. Melvin’s mother 
recently told The American Weekly that her 
son was healthy and happy. 

The grafts made from his own skin remained, 
but the borrowed patches did not take perma- 
nently. They were ‘digested’’ and absorbed to 
the boy’s tissues, having served their temporary 
purpose, 

The transplantation of skin is an ancient art. 
The Ayurveda, the Hindu science of medicine, de- 
scribed skin graft for making artificial noses 
more than 3,000 years ago. A flap was made 
from the patient’s own forehead, shaped into a 
segment of the nose and sewed up. “ 

British surgeons saw this practice in India 
iy the 18th century and acquired the art. The 
Italians had also learned it in India, or devel- 
oped it themselves, a century before. 

The famous plastic surgeon of Bologna, Tag- 
liacozzi, is said to have made an artificial nose 
for a native of Brussels, from a skin flap taken 
from the arm of another man. This borrowed 
skin, however, fell off after three months. 

Skin can be readily transplanted from one to 
another site in the human body. In ‘identical 
twins, and most rarely in other close relatives, 
borrowed skin transplants have been permanent. 
Research, eventually, might lead to increased 
success in its permanent transplantation. 

At present donated skin must be regarded as 
a temporary covering, a bandage for burned 
areas. It lasts for two weeks to three months, 
ordinarily enough time to save the patient's life. 

The areas of the body from which the skin 
donations are made, almost invariably, are the 
thighs, abdomen and back. Special instruments 
have been devised for removing expanses of skin 
from the donor, who does not feel much incon- 
venience, as a local anesthetic is used. 

It has been suggested by surgeons who have 
employed borrowed skins for treatment of wide- 
spread burns that “skin banks” be established.

Co war. has never broken a record: 


Man 
o’ War did little else but set standards 
during his short and swift racing career. 

But, at the risk of being accused of blasphemy, 

some of the Turf’s top figures already are saying 

that the Calumet Comet has displaced Big Red 
as the greatest race horse of all time. 

In this equine controversy figures are being 
used by each side to prove the other is wrong 
and as usual, all it establishes is that figures 
can serve Whatever purpose they are intended to. 

“Why should Citation break records when he 
can run his: opposition into the ground without 
working up a slight sweat?” démand the Cita- 
tion adherents. ‘“‘And furthermore, isn’t it an 
accepted axiom of the turf that time is the most 
over-rated factor connected with racing ?”’ 

“Oh, yeah?” answer the Man o' War faithful. 
“Well if figures don’J mean anything where time 
is concerned, they mean even less from a finan- 
cial standpoint. What if Citation has won over 
three times as much as Man o' War? A horse 
went faster and a buck farther, 30 years ago 
when Big Red was in his racing prime.” 


HERE is much to be said in support of, both 
points of view. Citation hasn't broken any 
records but he has topped Man o’ War’s best at 
every distance for which the Wonder Horse of 
the Old Regime set a standard. On the other 
hand, how could Man o’ War equal Citation’s 
money-winning record when the stake events in 
his day were neither as numerous nor as rich? 
Actually, the popular pastime of comparing a 
star of one generation with the kingpin of 
another is a futile occupation since changing 
times bring changing conditions. 

Comparing Man o’ War and Citation on the 
basis of time records alone would be unfair, 
many racing critics think. When such a com- 
parison was attempted between Big Red and 
Count Fleet, it was found that, not only have 
race courses become faster since Man o’ War’s 
day but the actual conditions of the track for 
the races that are being compared aren’t de- 


run faster than God intended them to.’ 

Almost 200 years ago, there lived an ancestor 
of Citation named Eclipse, so called because 
there was a total eclipse of the sun the day he 
was born. 


HE name became doubly appropriate when, 

in a brilliant racing career lasting only 17 
months, Eclipse eclipsed every field in which he 
Started, 

“It will be Eclipse first and the rest nowhere,” 
bragged Dennis O’Kelly, son of an Irish cobbler 
when he started his horse for the first time in 
the Winchester, at Epsom, as a five-year-old. 


his day was considered remarkable because 
there weren't as many big stakes to shoot at 
as there are now. Citation had earned $865,150 
to .the first of this year, and chances are he can 
hit close to $1,500,000 if he remains sound for 
another compaign., 

Man o' War won the Preakness and the 
Belmont but was ineligible to start in the Derby. 
He annexed all the other important three-year- 
old stakes like the man on the flying trapeze. 
Citation won the Triple Crown and the other 
important three-year-old stakes just by way of 
warming up for the two $100,000 events fh which 
he competed against older horses, 


CITATION or 


O'Kelly, a soldier of fortune, had just bought 
a half interest in Eclipse, and had nothing but 
his own intuition and Irish horse sense to Zo on 
when he made this boast, but Eclipse came 
through for him and continued doing it so often 
that Dennis O’Kelly’s words became a by-word 
of the turf. 

Now, his great-great-great-etc. grandson is 
justifying the use of the paraphrase: “Citation 
first and the rest nowhere,” whenever he starts, 

At the end of last year, Citation had won 27 
out of 29 starts, including a walk-over in the 
Pimlico Special, and was second only to Stymie 
in earnings. 

Barring unforeseen setbacks, he is a sure 
thing not only to pass Stymie’s figure during 
the 1949 campaign but to enter the million-dollar 
winnings class, a distinction never attained by 
a Thoroughbred race horse to date, although 
there is a somewhat hazy legend that Dan 
Patch, the pacing marvel, won more than that 
amount on harness racing tracks, in purses and 
percentages of the gate, early in the century.

scribed in sufficient detail to allow one to draw 
a fair conclusion. 

Racing conditions have changed in several 
other important respects in the last 30 years. 
Such gadgets as the mechanical starting gate 
and the automatic electric timer have made a 
big improvement in getting horses away fairly 
and timing them with split second accuracy. 

In Man o’ War’s day—not that the situation 
affected him—there was no such thing as the 
saliva test, and dope, as far as the form player 
was concerned, was something one read in 
Willie Fitzpatrick’s column in The New York 
Evening Journal. Racing plants weren’t as 
modern and racing strips weren’t as well cared 
for as they are today. 

All these factors add up to the conclusion 
that the only way to settle this argument beyond 
doubt is for the Jockey Club, which is all- 
powerful, to call back Man o’ War from his 
grave on which a year’s growth of grass has 
sprung up, reincarnate him as. a four-year-old 
and stage the match race to end all match races 
between these two super-steeds. 


§ UCH a race would surely produce a world’s 
record and, in this case, time wouldn’t be an 
over-rated factor. Both horses would be sound 
because both were raced intelligently. Man 0’ 
War was retired to the stud after his three- 
year-old campaign, and so, never suffered leg 
troubles to which most Thoroughbreds fall heir, 
It was probably with the same idea in mind 
that Jimmy Jones had never given orders for 
Eddie Arcaro to go out after a record with the 
Comet. But with Big Red furnishing the opposi- 
tion it would be a case of “all out or lose.”’ 

In considering the Thoroughbred race horse, 
one should bear in mind the paradox that while 
developing this delicate animal through selective 
breeding to run faster and faster, man has made 
him less and less able physically to stand up 
under the strain. 

The progenitors of the modern race horse 
were much stouter and stronger of limb than the 
slender-legged and dainty-hoofed animal that 
reaches its most ideal manifestation in Man o’ 
War and Citation. Those slender ankles and leg 
bones and the tendons and cartilage that sup- 
port and cushion them are entirely too frail for 
the punishment they are asked to take. 

Speaking of this point, Fred Keats, the turf 
writer, used language such as would ‘do credit 
to his co-lateral ancestor, John Keats, the poet, 
when he said recently: ‘“Man has bred horses to

Until Citation won the 1948 Triple Crown by 
accounting for the Kentucky Derby, the Preak- 
ness and the Belmont Stakes, nobody had ever 
seriously considered any modern race horse as 
the equal of Man o’ War. 

There had been some half-hearted com- 
parisons but they were always made either with 
tongue-in-cheek or just to provoke one of those 
pointless arguments sports followers like. But 
when Citation went out of his division as~a 
three-year-old to compete in the mile and five- 
eighths Jockey Club’s Gold Cup and the two- 
mile International Gold 
Cup, both $100,000 
Stakes, and beat older 
horses with the same 
ease with which he had 
been winning from 
three - year - olds, even 
some of the more cau- 
tious critics dropped 
their reserve and came 
right out with the 
opinion that Citation 
wasn’t just merely as 
good as Man o’ War 
— he was better. 

“‘He’s the best horse 
the track has ever 
known and he’s just 
started to run,” rhap- 
sodized Grantland Rice, 
dean of the _ sports 
writers. Granny has 
loads of company. 

Here’s how the super- 
steeds shape up by sta- 
tistical comparison: 

Man o’ War, in two 
racing campaigns, in 
1919 and 1920, won 20 
out of his 21 races; his 
only defeat, by Upset 
at Saratoga in his two- 
year-old season, being generally regarded as 
a fluke. 

Citation, in his two years of racing, has 
won 27 out of 29, having been beaten as a two- 
year-ald by his stablemate, Bewitch, when he 
probably got an easy ride, and by Saggy, a 
mediocre animal, in the spring meeting at 
Havre de Grace in 1948, when he was bumped 
by another horse and put out of the running. 
Eddie Arcaro gave him a bad ride that day, too. 

Man o’ War won $249,465, an amount that in 


Man o’ War set an American record of 
1:354/5 for the mile, carrying 118 pounds. 
Citation did 1:33 2/5 for the first eight furlongs 
of the Derby, with 126 pounds | on his back. Big 
Red.posted a record of 1:491/5 for the mile and 
an eighth, with 126 pounds Mit In February 
of his three-year-old year, the Calumet Comet 
did a jet-propelled 1:48 4/5 for the same dis- 
tance, with the same weight. 

Man o’ War’s best at a mile and a half, 
toting 118 pounds, was 2:28 4/5 which Citation 
shaved to 2:28 1/5, burdened with 126. If Man 
o’ War’s record for the mile and five furlongs 
was two seconds faster than the 2:424/5 in 
which Citation was clocked in winning the 
International Gold Cup, handicappers say the 
Belmont track Was at least two seconds slower 
for Citation. 


AS FOR the class of competition the two 
Standout steeds faced, they both met and 
beat the best. In. the Jockey Club Gold Cup, 
Citation made Phalanx look like a plater — the 
same Phalanx that was voted the best three- 
year-old of the 1947 season and conquered 
Stymie and other older. horses that year. 
Five times, the Calumet wonder has made 
older horses eat his dust. Only once, on the 
other hand, did Man o’ War go out of his divi- 
sion for competition, that being the last race of 
his career, when he beat Sir Barton in the 
Kenilworth Gold Cup. : 
Citation owes his super’- emi- 
nence to some great quality as a 
sire which selective breeding has 
imparted to Bull.Lea, his daddy. 
Bull Lea has proved far more

valuable to the Calumet Farm as a sire than 
he was as a race horse, and by the same per- 
versity of Nature, it could turn out that Cita- 
tion, the sensation of the turf, will be a failure 
for breeding purposes, unlike Man o' War, the 

tal of whose stud fees far exceeded his win- 
nings on the track. 

Bull Lea’s success in the stud, like Citation’s 
on the track, is something that suddenly dawned 
on the horse racing world about a year ago. 

Most breeding experts had been looking to 
3lenheim, II, sire of Whirlaway and a stallion in 
whom Warren Wright owns an interest, to pro- 
duce the star performers for his Calumet stable. 

But the phenomenal success of Citation 
and Bewitch during the 1947 season 
suddenly awakened the Turf to the reali- 
zation that Bull Lea was the sire to 
watch, 

The mating miracle that produced 
Citation occurred when Bull Lea was 
bred to Hydroplane, a young Hyperion 
mare imposted from England by Cal- 
umet. The sire was nine years old and 
the dam six at the time of the union, 


AN O’ WAR, who died at the age of 30 in the 
fall of 1947, was by Fair Play out of Mahu- 
bah and, according to the English Stud Book, 
was not a Thoroughbred, since his pedigree didn't 
conform to the strict requirements of the Jersey 
Act, adopted by the English Jockey Club in 1913. 
An infusion of Lexington’s blood was what 
caused the British to raise the bar sinister 
against Big Red. The Jersey Act reads: 

‘‘No horse or mare can, after this date, be 
considered as eligible for admission to the 
General Stud Book unless it can be traced with- 
out flaw in both sire’s and dam’s side of its 
pedigree to horses and mares themselves already 
accepted in the earlier volumes of the book.” 

American turf followers consider this a piece 
of impertinence insofar as it applies to Man o’ 
War, but; it must be noted in any comparison 
of the two-_horses that, under British breeding 
standards, Citation wins the nod. 

A statistician recently went to the trouble of 
figuring out Citation’s earning capacity. Ex- 
clusive of his walkover in the Pimlico Special 
last November, he ran in 28 races in which his 
total racing time was 4454 minutes, His earn- 
ings for these 28 events totalled $855,150, which 
means that he was paid at the rate of $19,109.50 
a minute for his “work.” 

Jockey Arcaro, who has made more than most 
bank presidents riding Citation in his three- 
year-old campaign, owes his good fortune to the 
misfortune of one of his great riding contem- 
poraries. Al Snider, who had replaced Doug 
Dodson as the No. 1 jockey of the Calumet 
Farms, was to have ridden Citation in the 
Kentucky Derby, the Preakness and the Belmont 
Stakes last spring. 

After winning the Flamingo Stakes at Hia- 
leah aboard the Comet, Al went on a fishing 
trip in the Florida Keys last March with Tobe 
Trotter, a trainer, and Donald Frazier, a Toronto 
business man. A sudden storm came up as 
they were fishing in a 14-foot dingy off Craig, 
Fla., and no trace of them has been discovered, 
although their boat was found a week later. 

Calumet Farms asked Arcaro to ride Citation 
in the Derby when hope was given up for Snider 
and Eddie accepted with the promise that he 
would give half his fee to Al’smwidow if he won. 
After Eddie had scored the victory that made 
him the first jockey in history to win four Ken- 
tucky Derbys he made good his pledge and 
Warren Wright, owner of Citation, matched 
Arcaro’s contribution, 


HE check for $4,170 which the widow re- 

ceived a few days after the Derby was more 
than equalled by a windfall that very day when 
a maid, engaged in packing the missing jockey’s 
clothes, found $4,000 in cash and a check for 
$295 which Mrs. Snider didn’t know he had left 
in the pocket of one of his shirts. 

Arcaro, who was a tot when Man o’ War was 
facing and so, never saw him run, thinks there 
never was another horse like Citation. But Ben 
Jones, father of Jimmie, who trains the Calumet 
string, has been around a long time and seen 
many great race horses in his day. After watch- 
ing Citation run away with the International 
Gold Cup at Belmont last October, Ben was asked 
what his thoughts were as he saw the Comet 
whizz home in front again. 

“IT was thinking,” he replied, “that he could 
beat any horse I’ve ever seen at any distance.” 

Clem McCarthy, who saw the same race and 
thousands of others in his day, got an entirely 
different impression, 

“Man o’ War was in a class by himself,” 
said Clem, ‘‘and still is.” 

But how are you going to prove it unless 
some sorcerer puts life into the bronze statue of 
Big Red, unveiled last fall at Faraway Farm in 
the heart of the Blue Grass region where he 
once held undisputed sway, and sends him back 
to settle the argument that has turned the Turf 
topsy-turvy?

WIDE-EYED nine-year-old girl, full of 

dreams of the world of abundance that 

she had never seen, made her way toward 
a Georgia cotton mill--and her first job. The 
noise of clattering looms and whirling spindlés 
screeched out, but to her were like music. That 
same little girl was Jacqueline Cochran, who 
was destined to become the world’s foremost 
woman speed flier. 

Orphaned in infancy, she was going to a 
mill in Georgia with the consent of the family 
with whom she had been living in a near-by mill 
camp. Then, as in later years, she was so 
curious about what was ahead that she had no 
fears about the work to be done. Nor did. she 
worry at the obstacles to be. overcome. 

Months fled by in which she labored in the

humid mill atmosphere 12 hours a night, until 
a floorwoman decided she was ‘‘going to amount 
to something,” and put her in charge of eight 
other children. When the mills became strike- 
bound two years later, Jackie got a job as mes- 
senger girl in a beauty shop at $1.50 per week, 
plus room and board. 

She squeezed in time to learn the beauty 
trade, and at 13 she was promoted to beauty 
operator at $35 a week. Some years later she 
took a fling at nursing, entered a school for 
trainees, but left after two years to return to 
the beauty business. She was 19 then and she 
had saved enough to purchase a half interest ina 
Pensacola beauty salon. 

Pensacola didn’t permit enough room to ex- 
pand, so she decided to sell her share in the 
shop and go to New York. There she got a job 
in another salon, and set about learning the 
beauty trade in earnest. At this time, too, 16 
years ago, she took the first step that started 
her on her spectacular flying career. : 

It began during a_ three-week vacation, 
Jackie thought it would be fun to learn to fly. 
A Civil Aeronautics Administration man bet her 
a hamburger she wouldn’t learn in six weeks, 
Jackie said three. 

She surprised everyone, including herself, 
when she soloed after five hours and five min- 
utes flying time—three days of instructions. 

‘Realizing it was no poor man’s hobby, she 
hit upon the idea of using her flying skill to 
go on “the road” for the sale of cosmetics. She 
began training intensively under the guidance 
of a Navy pilot in San Diego, after a San Fran- 
cisco flying school turned her down “because I 
was a woman,” 

Managing a cosmetic firm with branches 
mushrooming up across the continent, and set-

ting air speed records on the side wasn’t an easy 
task, but Jackie did it. 

In 1936 she married Floyd B. Odlum, one 
of the country’s top financiers and founder of 
the Atlas Corporation. 

With her husband, an aviation enthusiast, 
mapping the groundwork, Jackie set about chalk- 
ing up more aviation “firsts”. than any other 
woman pilot on record. She was the first woman 
to enter the Bendix Transcontinental race; she 
won it against a field of men on her third at- 
tempt. First woman to fly a: bombeg across 
the Atlantic for the British, even before we were 
at war; first woman to fly fighter-type aircraft 
in the United States and first woman to make a 
blind landing. Her awards include Distinguished 
service Medal, the Harmon Trophy, the Air 
Force. Assotiation Trophy, the General Billy 
Mitchell Award and medals from the Kings of 
Belgium and Roumania., 

Jackie set up her first air record in 1936, 
She established four new national and interna- 
tional speed records in 1948, 

During the intervening 12 years, besides mak- 
ing records in nearly every class of plane, she 
organized and took to England for war service 
25 American women pilots and became a Flight 
Captain with the British Air Forces. Later, she 
served on the United States Army Air Force 
General Staff. 


Recounting some close brushes with death 
during her flying career, Jackie says, ‘Lady 
Luck has been in the cockpit with me, otherwise 
I'd never be here today.” 

During the London to Melbourne race in 
1934, Jackie was able to maneuver her plane 
to a safe landing in Bucharest after her motor 
quit high up above the Carpathians, 

“How I got the plane down without crash- 
ing I'll never know, with one flap up, one down, 
and the stabilizer stuck.” 

On another occasion when her plane caught 
fire at 12,000 feet ever Indianapolis, Jackie sur- 
vived with no more than a broken toe. 

“I stubbed my toe when I jumped from the 
cockpit, and broke it,” said Jackie simply, “but 
I got the plane down without crashing.”’ 

Last year, after surpassing a jet-speed record 
in her P-51 Mustang gasoline-powered fighter

plane, she said she wasn’t calling a halt yet to 
her tlving feats. 

She had just set an international 2,000- 
kilometer record, of approximately 448 miles 
per hour. For those who read of speeds in 
excess of 600 miles an hour, it must be remem- 
bered that these are bursts of speed for short 
distances, No one has ever flown a measured 
distance of 2,000 kilometers .(1,242.74 miles) as 
fast as Jacqueline Cochran. 

Instead of resting on her laurels she was 
contemplating newer and dizzier horizons. 

“There's one last thing I'd like to do,” she 
said, “and that is fly a jet plane, set a few rec- 
ords, and then let some younger flier take over, 
But I’m not going to stop flying for pleasure un- 
til old age grounds me,” 

Washington officials recently revealed her 
appointment as lieutenant-colonel in the Air 
Force Reserve, in recognition of her role as di- 
rector of the Women's Air Force Service Pilots 
(the WASP) during the war,

Emily Post Likes to Laugh. She Has an Innate Gaiety and Graciousness 
and Distinction That Are Timeless.

MILY POST, too, has been embarrassed. 
a Even as you and I (although she can smile 

about it, while many of us can’t) the first 
lady of good manners knows the abiding distress 
of a most embarrassing moment. 

In her book-lined study, when the subject 
came up a little while ago, she said at first, in 
her extraordinarily warm and pleasant way: 

“Off hand, I can’t remember a most embar- 
rassing moment. I must have had one, but I 
just don’t remember any, now. Perhaps it was 
—I really think it was—the time I was spanked.” 

She was four years old then and living at 
14 East Cnase St., Baltimore. “I was born 
there,”’ she said, “in the middle one of those 
little gray-stone houses next to Christ Church,” 
There, one day, the experience occurred which 
she has never forgotten. 

“IT threw something at my mother,” she said. 
“My mother asked me to hand it to her-——-I can’t 
remember what—it may have been a toy or a 
doll or something off a table. But instead of 
taking it to her, I threw it at her!” 

She didn’t smile about this, 
moment later she smiled. 

“I was disrespectful and impertinent. I was 
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living in an age when respect and courtesy 
counted a great deal. I knew very well that 
they had to be observed. But before I could 
say, ‘I’m sorry!’ my father caught me up and 
spanked me—~hard@!”’ 

A smile played over her mobile face then. 
“I think it was the only spanking I ever had!” 

That she erred, even as a little girl, and 
suffered the consequences, may-startle some of 
the millions who have come-to be prateful for 
her counsel and to accept her word as law. 
She’s been the unchallenged arbiter of the 
amenities so long that it seems she must always 
have, been above reproach. 

Her great work, “Etiquette, the Blue Book 
of Social Usage,” graces the homes of hamlets, 
towns and cities. Completely rewritten, it has 
gone into its 7V1st printing since 1922. For 
years, she’s been receiving about 3,000 letters a 
week from inquiring admirers. 

The great American public has put her, 
mentally, on a pedestal, the cool mistress of 
propriety. But she is-above and beyond that. 
She is a flesh-and-blood person, at ease on no 
pedestal at all. The years are catching up with 
her, but she will never grow old. She likes to 
laugh. Sometimes she chatters. She has an 
inherent distinction and graciousness and gaiety 


that are timeless. 

From the long ago 

spanking she learned 

a lesson, .and later she 

found that it became part 

of a code of living. The great 

essential of the code, she said 

the other day, is to have regard for 

other people’s feelings, to be considerate 

and kind. That’s also, she added, the real 
secret of good manners. 

“Rules bore me pink,” she said. “I don’t 

care how long your tablecloth is. It doesn’t 
matter to me which fork you use. Whether 
your clothes are smart or dowdy is beside the 
point. 
“I’m interested in what you are. Anyone’s 
greatest asset is charm, and it comes from 
sincere, kindly impulses. Most of us want to be 
liked. We want to be graceful and not awkward. 
We don’t want to hurt others. If we follow 
those impulses, we'll find that charm goes along 
with them.” 

Those are fundamentals, Mrs. Post believes. 
Details are something else. The details of good 
manners have concerned her for the better part 
of a lifetime. Shé has been. giving, and still 
gives, specific advice on matters ranging from 
@ little bridge luncheon for neighbors to a 
formal dinner for 24, 


N SEWING circles and in Park Avenue man- 

sions her decrees are unwritten statutes. Ex- 
clusive girls’ colleges obey her. Even at West 
Point and Annapolis, it was reported recently, 
her precepts are official. This seemed such a 
challenging report that The American Weekly 
sought top echelon verification. 

“Why, yes, we depend on Mrs. Post’s rules 
for formal functions,” said an authorized spokes- 
man at the United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. “Her book has a place in the 
Superintendent’s office.” 

“Certainly,” said the spokesman for the 
United States Military Academy at West Point, 
“we use the Emily Post rules, but no more than 
anyone else does.” 
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Even in the libraries of the White House and 
the State Department:the “Blue Book” stands 
ready for reference. 

“How I became such an authority, I’ll never 
know,”’ Mrs. Post said a while ago. “It’s always 
amazed me,” 

Her friends have a quick explanation. She 
was born to social authority. Social graces 
have always been a part of her life. 

Her father was Bruce Price, the architect 
who designed the Chateau Frontenac in Quebec, 
as well as one of the first of New York’s sky- 
scrapers and most of fashionable Tuxedo Park, 
up the Hudson a few miles from New York. He 
was the son of a State Supreme Court Justice 
whose diction was so polished that lawyers used 
to gather merely to hear him deliver a legal 


opinion. 
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fications. With her. background, she knew what 
was sensible and right in conduct. She wrote 
clearly and forthrightly, under an inner compul- 
sion to perform a service, and with a foundation 
of knowledge greater even than her most devoted 
followers realized. 

Since that time, in 1922, her pen has never 
been idle. Her capacity for work has been 
prodigious, and a joy. Newspaper articles ard 
columns, magazine articles and question-and- 
answer departments have absorbed her, and she 
still has had time for a busy social life, which 
happens never to have brought cafe habitues 
within her orbit. 

When radio tried to lure her, she was shy, 
but agreed upon an audition.

“We'd like you to do a: book on etiquette,” 
he ventured. 

“Not for anything in the world,” Mrs. Post 
told him. “I don’t care whether anyone takes 
? up a spoon or lays it down.” 

“But you don’t know how badly it’s. needed,” 
Mr. Duffy urged her. “I’m going to send you 
the latest thing of its kind. You'll realize its 
shortcomings, which are the same as those in 


all the others.” 
He sent her-not one book, but several, and 


to her horror she saw that they were on 


to absurdities. | 

“To eat an olive correct- 
ly is proof of culture,” she 
read in one of them. She 
thought of the culture of the 
ages and of this arrogant 
misuse of the word. She 
read on and found that she 
was flushing with anger. 

“Tt was all so wrong,” : 
she explained. “The ultima- 
tums they laid down would merely have made 
people unpleasant. Their attitude was false and 
silly and cheap. At 3 o’clock in the morning, I 
called up Mr. Duffy. 

““T’ve changed my mind,’ I said. ‘I'll write 
something for you. It won’t be a book, it will 
be a pamphlet. But at least it will be pracfical’.”’ 
' At 7 o’clock that morning she began. She 
wrote with fervor but with precision, too. What 
she had intended to be a pamphlet began to 
take on the bulk of a tome. 

“I pinned sheets of paper on chairs and on 
the wall. .I wrote and rewrote and revised. 
I found that the subject wasn’t just etiquette. 
It was life. Before I was finished, I’d written 
350,000 words.”’ 

Those words comprised the first Blue Book 
of Social Usage, unlike anything previously 
placed before the American public. There, for 
the first time, was specific advice on what to do 
anywhere, anytime. 

No one could argue about Mrs. Post’s quali- 
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Ulal sponsors listened critically In another room, 
“My son tells me that my voice is too thin and 
too feminine to be any good on the air, and I'm 
quite sure myself that it isn't very. good, so I 
really don’t know why you bother to listen, J] 
guess that will be enough about my voice. Thank 
you,” 

Her voice was so very good indeed that all 
seven sponsors tried to engage her, and one 
signed her up for broadcasts. on one network 
with repetitions on another. 

On another occasion, one of the men who 
helped syndicate some of her work was invited 
to her apartment for lunch. He went in trepi- 
dation, worrying about forks and spoons and 
butter Knives, and when he saw the table, he 
wasn't reassured. 

It was highly polished, and set with small 
doilies. The nightmare moment came to him 
when he cut into a mutton chop, saw-his plate 
skid, and the chop hurtle off to the edge of the 
table. Retrievifg it, and returning it to the 
plate, he said in some agony: 

“In heaven’s name, what do I do now, Mrs.

Monument toa Pest 


THE only monument in 
the world glorifying a 
pest,”’ is an exact definition 
of a lofty monument stand- 
ing in the center of Enter- 
prise, Ala. (population 
6,500). It is dedicated to 
the boll weevil. ; 
Four paved highways 
converge on Enterprise (it 
is only 21 miles from Flor- 
ida’s state line) and vis- 
itors from every state are 
puzzled at the inscription 
on the base of this monu-

horde, fought back with 
men, machines, and chem- 
icals. But the weevil ate 
on, gorging, insatiable, 
ruining more and more cot- 
ton in Coffee County. 

This tiny creature in its 
initial attack aoe 
about 14,000 bales Yet the 
rugged, stubborn Alabama 
farmers would not admit 
defeat. Cotton represented 
their cash. income — the 
crop that put bread in their 
mouths and shirts on their

mental fountain, reading: 
“In profound appreciation 
of the boll weevil and what 
it has done as the herald 
of prosperity this monu- 
ment was erected by the 
citizens of Enterprise, Cof- 
fee County, Alabama.” 

Why a ravaging pest-—— 
which has destroyed 14,000 
bales of cotton in a single 
year in this community— 
should be glorified may 
seem an enigma. Some 
tourists view the monu- 
ment as a facetious ges- 
ture. 


Bur citizens of Enterprise 

insist that the spirit 
of the monument is serious 
and purposeful. It was 
erected as a sort of reverse- 
action tribute to the boll 
weevil, whose depredations 
destroyed the unscientific 
one-cropping system of cot- 
ton, and brought a new 
prosperity to Coffee County. 

The monument perpetu- 


ates a tiny weevil only one- 


quarter of an inch long. 
Thad uncommon § idea of 
glorifving a pest was con- 
ceived in the-mind of R. O. 
Fleming, merchant § and 
member of the Enterprise 
city council, Voluntary con- 
tributions of grateful citi- 
zens built the monument in 
1919, 

Back in 1915, the Mexi- 
can boll weevil struck deep 
into the Cotton Belt 
maiming crops almost over- 
night. Ienterprise, lying in

The damage and spoil were 
terrible. 


JN desperation, farmers 

admitted defeat. They 
turned to many-sided farm- 
ing-——potatoes, sugar cane, 
hay and peanuts. They 
reached to the bottom 
thread in their frayed 
pockets to pay for cattle 
and hogs. 

It was not long before 
the Enterprise planters 
found, as other Southern 
farmers were to discover 
later, that cotton had been 
robbing them and _ their 
soil; had, in fact, reduced 
them to dire poverty, 
blinded them to progress, 
and brought them to the 
brink of disaster. 

In a little more than a 
year this small county in 
southeastern Alabama grew 
and harvested over a mil- 
lion bushels of peanuts. 
Later it was to have one 
of the largest peanut-butter 
mills in the world. All the 
new crops succeeded, And 
who—-what-——was deserving 
credit for this revolution 
to prosperity? It was a tiny 
quarter-inch insect!

Moat Farm would be bound to 

have its romantic appeal. But to 

the more superstitious people of the region, it 
was a place to avoid. | 

Built in Elizabethan times on the dungeons 
and fortifications of an ancient castle six miles 
from the town of Clavering in Essex, the house 
was situatéd in one of the most desolate spots 
in the British Isles. 

The moat, relic of the vanished castle, 
stretched all around; its dark, stagnant depths 
concealed, in the local imagination, heavens 
knew what horrid, centuries-old secrets. 

Tall old trees stood like sentinels along the 
lane leading to the house.

Moreover, Pe ae 
remark that there was a spirit of evil pervading 
Moat Farm, though in no way related to the 
legendary suicide in the attic. 

Samuel Herbert Dougal posed as an ex- 
captain in the British Army; actually he had 
never attained any rank higher than sergeant. 
He had served both at home and in Nova Scotia, 
and had been honorably discharged with an 
unblemished record, 

But then he had gone astray. 


INDING his pension inadequate, he fell afoul 

of the law through his skill at duplicating 
other persons’ signatures, At first his record and 
eloquence got him by; then, while employed in a 
clerical capacity in a military hospital in Dublin, 
he brashly forged the name of Lord Frankfort 
of Montmorency and Lord Wolseley, both im- 
portant generals, and this time he got a year in 
jail and lost his pension.

She had no family beyond a nephew and some 
distant relatives, no close friends. The only man 
in her life, a young naval Officer, had been 
drowned on the eve of their wedding; she still 
wore the amethyst ring that had belonged to him. 


OUGAL, a past master at courtship, had no 
great difficulty reviving her long-starved 
hunger for romance. He even employed a slight 
Irish brogue as part of his wooing equipment, al- 
though he was, in truth, a full-blooded cockney, 
born within earshot of Big Ben. 

Just how he managed to persuade this most 
respectable woman to elope with him never could 
be quite satisfactorily explained.

The young servant, who had spent the night, 
fully dressed, beside an open window, departec 
before noon with her mother, whom she ha 
frantically summoned. 

Before very long, it became common gossip 
in the community that “the beautiful little lady” 
of Moat Farm had gone away. To the few who 
ventured inquiry, Dougal explained that she was 
“traveling.” 

Then Miss Holland’s banker in London re- 
ceived a letter in which she requested a new 
check book. This was mailed to Moat Farm, and 
there followed a check made out to Dougal for 
a sum equal to $150. The banker wrote: 

“Your signature appears to differ from that 
with which we are acquainted. I shall be obliged 
if you will kindly confirm the same by signing it 
afresh in your usual manner.” 

He got this note in reply: 

“Dear Sir: Cheque to Mr. Dougal quite cor- 
rect.

It is astonishing, her friends say, 
how easily she keeps an open mind 
and with what pure enthusiasm she 
plunges into her work. 

“When I began the work,’’ she 
said, “it wasn’t quite the thing for 
one to do—-write on etiquette. But I 
had a feeling about it. I thought, 
‘It’s necessary. The misinformation 
that’s been published on the subject 
is crying out for sensible correc- 
tion. I’ve never thought about rules, 
but I know what they should be. 
It will be a pleasure to write it.’”’ 

It has been a pleasure ever since. 
In her upper east side New York 
home in winter and in her white 
house in Edgartown, Martha’s 
Vinéyard, Mass., in summer, she has 
pursued it. Instead of the subject 
growing stale, she said, it’s always 
new. 

Occasionally in her mail the same 
question, often trivial, will come up 
several times a day. “Which way 
shall I wear a corsage-——stems up 
or down?" was asked six times one 
day. Usually such questions are 
answered by pamphlets which her 
secretaries mail to inquirers, but 
this time Mrs. Post herself wrote 
resolutely to each correspondent: 
“Whichever way you like best!” 

“I never say of someone, ‘Are 
her manners good or bad?’ But I 
ask, ‘Is she a kind person?’ ”’
